A visitor to Northfield (Massa- The Christian Endeavor Confer 
chusetts) is charmed and rested by 
the landscape. The Connecticut 
River valley at Northfield widens 
several miles across from hill to 
hill,—that is why the original cx- 
plorers ,and the Indians before 
them, chose the Northfield area for 
settlement. River and forest feast 
the eye and the mind, while com- 
fortable village homes and prosper- 
ous valley farms suggest the well- 
being of the people. The well- 
groomed lawns and shrubbery and 
flower beds on the campus of 
Northfield Seminary, where the 
summer conferences are held, and 
the well-ordered appointmenis in 
dormitories and tents where dele- 
gates are cared for, imoress the 
visitor favorably and predispose 
him agreeably for the conference 
gatherings. For though there is a 
growing colony of summer regsi- 
dents at Northfield who have built 
homes under the stately elms of 
Main Street or on the wovuded 
slopes of the hillsides and high- 
lands, the thousands who converge 
on Northfield every summer are 
chiefly attracted by the religious 
conferences. Young and old come 
for Bible study, and religious ed- 
ucation, to learn improved meth- 
ods of service and helpfulness in 
home and foreign fields, above all 
to receive personal inspiration and 
spiritual direction. 

The season now drawing to a 
close has been in the best North- 
field tradition. The Girls’ Confer- 
ence in June was a little larger 
than a year ago. The newly united 
conference of women’s home and 
foreign missionary societies and 
the Conference of Religious Ed- 
ucation both averaged up well in 
attendance. Favorable weather has 
been enjoyed throughout the sum- 
mer, on the whole.
